We may be sure the executives 
spoke from a full heart. They do 
not wish a two-party system. To 
be perfectly plain about it, it is 
often difficult to say what some of 
them really want—save always to 
have their owrm way. And under 
a single-party system it is much 
easier to have one's own way. The 
one-party formula allows a man to 
drink deeply of the heady wine of 
power. A 

Under the one-party rule, a gov- 
ernor can make life pretty uncom- 
fortable for any who oppose him 
and can effectively keep down the 
opposition vote. 

In the one-party states where 
there is another faction the polit- 
ically astute man in power can ar- 


range to split up his opposition by | 


putting two or three men in the 
race to divide the vote, while his 
own, regimented and disciplined, 
comes through with its usual ma- 
jority. This discourages the inde- 
pendent and the result is apathy. 

The records show there has al- 
ways been more political frustra- 
tion in the one-party states than 
in any others.

Two Parties 


It has been the. one-party sys- 
tem, too, which has given South- 
ern congressmen and 


to rise by the seniority road to top 
positions on important commit- 
tees. ' 

So, the truth may as well be 
told. It is that among Democrats 
in the Southern states who are ac- 
tively interested in politics, with a 
personal stake through patronage 
of the ballot. there is positive op- 
posifion to a two-party develop- 
ment. They want no part of it. 
They will do all they can to dis- 
courage it. 

It may be assumed with con- 
siderable assurance that the ac- 
tion of Governors Shivers of Tex- 
as, Byrnes of South Carolina and 
Kennon of Louisiana, in opposing 
their party’s nominee, while them- 
selves remaining in the party, was 
an action taken in defense of the 
one-party system insofar as they 
were personally concerned. They 
must be assumed to have acted in 
the belief it would strengthen 
them politically to abandon the 
neminee. Certainly, one may confi- 
dently assume there was in their 
action no slight thought of encour- 
aging development of a Republi- 
can opposition party. 


Outlook 


Looking at the picture now in 
focus, the states where there is the 
best chance for the development of 
a two-party system are Georgia, 
Florida°and Virginia, in that or- 


der. Governor Stevenson had his |

Talmadge’s unanimous election 
to succeed Gov. Allan Shivers as 
head of the Southern Governors 
came on what has become for the 
Georgia governor a_ significant 
date. Exactly four years ago, on 
Nov. 18, 1948, he was first inaugu- 
rated as Georgia's chief executive. 

Although he is the youngest of 
the Dixie governors, the 39-year- 
old Georgian was the senior mem- 
ber at the 1952 conference which 
ended here Tuesday night. He has 
‘played a leading role in the New 
Orleans parley which saw the gov- 
ernors map further advances in 
regional eduéation programs. 

“IT feel grateful and humble at 
the significant honor tendered me 
by the Southern Governors Con- 
ference,”’ Talmadge said after his 
election to head the group in 1953. 

‘The Southern region is making 
the greatest progress industrially, 


agriculturally and economically of : 


any area in our country. 

“With this great progress in edu- 
eation, agriculture and industry 
our respective states are making 
unparalleled progress in services 
performed for their citizens.

Fwo Great Men 
Put Country First 


When a people live in the midst of 
the almost constant making of history, it 
is difficult to recognize some of the ma- 
jor features of it. But none will fail to 
note that late yesterday afternoon his- 
tory was made as Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, president-elect, and President 
Harry'S. Truman met in the White 
‘House and put country above all! 

Alone they reached a basic agree- 
ment. 


Then they came into the cabinet con- 
ference room with the secretaries of de- 
fense and treasury, the director of Mu- 
tual Security, and General Eisenhower's 
two representatives, Senator Lodge and 
Mr. Dodge. At the end of those. talks 
they issued jointly the following state- 
ment which, though the news columns 
carry it, we think merits reproduction 
here in a section technically devoted to 
more leisurely thought and meditation 
by readers. They said: 


“We have discussed some of the most 
important problems affecting our country 
in the sphere of international relations. 
Information with respect to these prob- 
lems has been made available to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. 

“Under our Constitution the president 
must exercise his functions until he 
leaves office, and his successor cannot 
be asked to share or assume the respon- 
sibilities of the presidency until he takes 
office. 

“‘We have worked out a framework for 
Haison and exchange of information be- 
tween the present administration and 
the incoming administration, but we have 
made no arrangements which are incon- 
sistent with the full spirit of our Consti- 
tution. General Eisenhower has not been 
asked to assume any of the responsibili- 
ties of the presidency until he takes the 
oath of office. We believe, however, that 
the arrangements we have made for co- 
operation will be of great value to the 
stability of our country and to the favor- 
able progress of international affairs. 

“We are confident that this meeting 
and that the arrangements we have made 
today for liaison and co-operation be- 
tween the present administration and the 
new administration furnish additional 
proof of the ability of the people of this 
country to manage their affairs with a 
sense of continuity and with responsi- 
bility.”’ 

That augurs well for the future. 

It is a statement which will be hailed 
with delight and a feeling of reassurance 
by. all save the most prejudiced, the 
most bigoted politically. They will be 
critical. But then they always are. We 
will proceed despite them as we have in 
the past. 


The two.men, and indeed all those 
who participated, have gained stature. 
Every American, regardless of party, 
can face the future with more confi- 
dence because of this meeting and the 
statement issuing therefrom. 

Our enemies will be confounded. 


Nothing better illustrates the Ameri- 
can system of government than this use 
of it by the retiring President and his 
successor.

India Provides Way 
If Reds Want Peace 


India has come forward with a pro- 
posal which will, if the Soviets and Chi- 
nese have any real wish to end the Ko- 
rean fighting, enable them to do so. 


As matters now stand, both the 
United States and the U. S. S. R. have 
firmly announced they will not retreat 
from their present positions. The Rus- 
sians want enforced return of all pris- 
oners of war, especially those who had 
disavowed communism and who would 
certainly be killed once they were in 
Chinese or Russian hands. The United 
States stands firmly for voluntary re- 
patriation—which is to say all prisoners 
who wish to return to China or Russia 
may do so. 

Now come the Indians with a face- 
saving compromise. 

It calls for an acceptance of the 
principle of repatriation of all prisoners 
after an armistice is attained. The task 
of such repatriation would be entrusted 
to a four-nation commission, divided 
equally between Communist and non- 
Communist governments, with the fur- 
ther proviso that an umpire be named 
by the General Assembly if, after 90 
days, ‘an agreement had not been 
reached. This would mean that the 
status of prisoners who did not wish to 


return would be handled by a special’ 


commission, which would also initiate 
discussions relating to the future status 
of Korea and other disputed Far East- 
ern problems. 

The Indians have done a real serv- 
ice to the world, the cause of peace, and 
the United Nations as an instrument of 
world peace. 

- will be difficult for the Soviets 
and Chinese to refuse this o er. They

both look to persuading India they are 
not really the ruthless, tyrannical gov- 
ernments the Indians have come to sus- 
pect them to be. Also, India still has 
a position of leadership among the non- 
Communist Asiatic peoples. India has 
provided a way for peace. If the So- 
viets and Chinese refuse they will lose 
face as being unwilking to accept this 
as a move toward world peace. 

The United Nations is planning a 
halt until after General Eisenhower's 
inauguration, but the decision will not 
be made until just before Christmas. 
There is time, after the talk by the 
President and the President-elect, for a 
United States move toward acceptance 
of the Indian plan. We hope this will be 
done, thus putting the pressure for peace 
even more directly on the Soviets. 


If this can be worked out, the United 
Nations will have more strength and 
prestige, and hopes for its survival and 
increasing effectiveness as an instru- 
ment for settling disputes will grow.

Gov. Talmadge Wins 
Worthy Recognition 


Gov. Herman Talmadge yesterday 
was elected chairman of the Southern 
Governors’ Conference, succeeding Gov. 
Allan Shivers of Texas. It is an honor 
and we sincerely congratulate the gov- 
ernor and the state. 


We hope this new position will en- 
courage him not again to be led into 
narrow positions, such as the recent 
amendment No. 1 which the people for 
the second time defeated. 


We also hope the governor was pres- 
ent when the Texas report was made on 
racial relationships in the Lone Star 
State, in which it was declared that, be- 
cause of state co-operation and work on 
the problem, race tensions are almost 
nonexistent. Texas, incidentally, sev- 
eral years ago accepted a Supreme 
Court decision affecting professional 
schools and managed to allow qualified 
Negroes to enter them without trouble 
or tensions. We hope the governor will 
use his new office to examine that suc- 
cessful transition in a state which is as 
Southern and as firmly devoted to 
States’ rights as any other in the South 
or Southeast. 


The new office is new opportunity, 
and we join others, who have admired 
what has been progressive in the gov- 
ernor’s administration, and there has 
been much of this, in urging that he de- 
vote himself to that field and not allow 
the personally ambitious about him to 
use him and his office to further their 
own personal ambitions and pet preju- 
dices.

are primarily psycho- 

logical in nature and could become dan- 
gerous. These are: 


1. As for Russia, fear provoked by this 
new weapon, which presumably she does not 
have. That, in turn, could aggravate cur- 
rent tensions in U. S.-Soviet relations, just 
as initial discovery and use of the atom 


bomb on Hiroshima and Nagasaki undoubt- . 


edly had its psychological effect on Russia 
and her course of policy after the end of 
World War II. 


2. As for the United States, a tendency 
once again among our people, noted in that 
other period before Russia made an A-bomb, 
to put too much reliance on this new weapon 
for our security and safety and furthermore, 
and equally important, to trust that this 
seeming balance in our favor may, of itself, 
keep the peace of the world. That is a nega- 
tive attitude, a sort of mental isolationism, 
which could dim the constantly essential 
positive determination to take all possible 
steps through all available means, 
ing the United Nations, to bring about’ an 
atmosphere in which peace might be firmly 
established. 


Eniwetok’s latest explosion in the Far 
Pacific comes simultaneously with a recog- 
nized crisis in the UN in New York. 


It is becoming more manifest daily that 
the UN now is facing its most severe test—a 
test, perhaps, even of survival. This present 
test is an outgrowth of its first great test. 


It met that other test when it accepted 
the challenge of Communist aggression in 
Korea and proceeded boldly and forthwith to 
meet it. Had it faltered there, the UN prob- 
ably would have gone the,way of the first 
great international organization, the League 
of Nations, which finally wilted away when 
it cowed before the challenge of Fascist and 
Nazi aggressions. 

Now the UN confronts a test as to 
whether it can bring the Korean war to an 
end, a decision that has been thrown in 
its lap. 

This test comes at a time when a per- 
nicious campaign is under way, evident in 
signs on many sides, to discredit, weaken 
and, if possible, destroy the UN and ata 
time when its own organization is indicating 
shakiness and structural stresses and strains 
which its enemies are ready to ekploit. 

Upon President-elect Eisenhower soon 
will fall the responsibility, among so many 
others, of helping to restore confidence in 
the UN and of combatting the mental iso- 
lationism that {Is operating seductively 
against that organization and for which the 
H-bomb and the illusion of security it gives 
us very easily could become one of the 
symbols.

Woodruff Hinted 
For I[ke’s Cabinet 


WASHINGTON—Considering the number 
of states he carried in the South and the 
large popular vote he received there, it is 
pretty much of a foregone conclusion that 
President-elect Dwight Eisenhower will name 
at least one Southern 
man to his cabinet. If 
he names only one it is 
fairly certain to be a 
Democrat.. If two eabinet 
posts go to the Southern 
area, the second appoint- 
ment would likely go to a 
Republican. A Democrat 
is slated to receive the 
preference because it was 
obviously Democratic 

7 votes that enabled the Re- 
publican presidential candidate to carry the 
four Southern states of Virginia, Florida, 
Tennessee and Texas. He came very nearly 
carrying two others, South Carolina and Lou- 
isiana. In addition, he carried the border 
states of Oklahoma and Maryland and just 
missed taking Kentucky. 

Under the circumstances, 
conceivable that General Ike could ignore 
the South in making up his cabinet. And if 
he has any hope of exploiting his gains to 
the extent of making a real effort to build 
up a two-party system in the South he might 
well include two Southerners in his official 
family. 

Already a number of names are being 


suggested as likely appointees to the Eisen-’ 


hower cabinet. To mention only a few, 
these include Sen. Harry F. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia, Governor Shivers of Texas, Mrs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby of Texas, and Robert W. 
Woodruff of Atlanta, head of the Coca-Cola 
Co. Both Mr. Woodruff, a close friend of 
General Eisenhower, and Senator Byrd, who 
refused to support his party ticket though 
not coming out openly for the Republican 
candidate, have been mentioned for secre- 
tary of the treasury. No specific assign- 
ment has been suggested for Governor 
Shivers and Mrs. Hobby, who were strong 
Eisenhower supporters. 

It is not believed here that Senator Byrd 
would make himself available for the treas- 
ury portfolio, He has just been re-elected to 
another six-year term and his friends say 
that he would prefer to remain in the Sen- 
ate. Whether Mr. Woodruff would be free to 
accept is not known. General Eisenhower 
has been a visitor at times at the Atlanta 
man’s hunting lodge in South Georgia and 
a warm persona] relationship exists between 
the two of them. 

About the only thing that can be said at 
the moment is that at least one Southern 
man seems certain to be selected, and he 
very probably. will be a Democrat—one of 
the group of Southern Democratic leaders 
that went over to the Republican ticket in 
the recent campaign.

The 10 spies who went into the promised 
land were also poor. Whimperingly, they 
reported: “‘And there we saw giants, and 
we were in our own sights as grasshoppers” 
(Genesis 13:33). The man with one talent 
was poor. He buried his talent in the ground. 
There are a lot of people who do not have 
the courage to really amount to anything. 
They are very poor, indeed. 


On the other hand, one might possess a 
certain cocksureness and yet be very poor. 
Peter typifies that type of poverty when he 
says: ‘‘Though all men shall be offended 
because of thee, yet will I never be of- 
fended’ (Matthew 26:33). He was not poor- 
spirited but yet he was poor as it later 
proved out when the testing time came.

When you’re passing you can still 
gain ground with the cheapest kind of play. 

“‘That’s one thing I liked about the old rules. Two incomplete 
passes in the same series of downs and it cost you a fiveyard penalty. 
We used to pass just to loosen up the defense. Now they’ve gone 
crazy. I saw where some team threw 56 passes the other day. That’s 
not football. That’s volleyball. 

‘They used to punt as an offensive maneuver. Now they’ve just 
about taken the punt out of football. Frankie Albert of the 49ers 
surprised me the other week when he quick-kicked against the 
Giants. It was the first quick-kick I'd seen in years.’’ 


Strong rates as an all-time all-pro, a Hall of Famer and the 
second high scorer in all the history of the game. He scored 
35 touchdowns, kicked 39 field goals and 169 extra points for a 
collection of 496 points. Once he kicked a 51-yard field goal against 
the New York Yankees, but the record for length is still held by 
one Glenn Presnell, who kicked one 54 yards for Detroit against 
Green Bay in 1934. 


Fearing a charge of immodesty, I'll have to confess that Mr. 
Strong was rather overjoyed at meeting me. It had to do with a 
book on kicking he had co-authored a year ago. I mentioned that 
I had one in my possession at home. 

“By George,” he exclaimed, ‘‘I'm happy to meet you. The book 
sold one copy and I'd always wanted to meet the fellow who bought it.”’

Mr, Truman had attacked the) 
integrity of the general and ac- 
cused him of “‘moral blindness’! 
and abandonment > of principles; 
and the geheral had slashed back 
with charges of- bungling, corrup- 
tion and faltering leadership. 

In some respects the meeting re- 
sembled the famous conference be- 
tween Mr. Truman and General 
of the Army MacArthur on Wake 
Island in 1950. Mr. Truman felt 
that MacArthur tended to exceed 
his authority and was angered by 
the general’s public advocacy of 
a course which he felt would en- 
large the Korean war. 

The Wake Island conference—a 
private session followed by a gen- 
eral conference of several persons, 
like the one today—resulted in a 
joint statement that held some 
promise of harmony, but the 
quarrel erupted again and Mac- 
Arthur was dismissed. 


KOREA VITAL 

The Korean war -was the chief 
topic, too, but the big difference 
was that the genéral will be in 
the ascendant position as President 
after his inauguration on Jan. 20. 
Whether the political truce between 
the Republican winner and the out- 
going President will continue or 
not, their conference again showed 
the world that the: country is: uni- 
fied at least in its fundamental 
appréach to international prob- 
lems. ' 

“We believe, however,”’ said the 
joint statement, ‘‘that the arrange- 
ments, we have made for co-opera- 
tion will be of great value to the 
stability of our country and to 
the fayorable progress of interna- 
tional affairs. 

“‘We:are confident that this meet- 
ing and the arrangements we have 
made today for liaison and co-op- 
eration between the present admin- 
istration and the new administra- 
tion furnish additional proof of the 
ability of the people of this country 
to manage their affairs with a 
sense of continuity and responsi- 
bility.”’ 

Another point stressed was that 
under the Constitution the Presi- 
dent must exercise his functions 
until he leaves office on Jan. 20. 
Therefore he could not ask his suc- 
cessor to share the responsibility 
in advance of that date, or to be 
a party to any arrangement which 
was inconsistent with the full spirit 
of the Constitution, the statement 
made clear. 

In short, this was 4 conference 
to give the President-elect the 
latest information on a wide range 
of international problems. Ap- 
parently he was not asked to speak 
any opinion or position on any 
issue. 

There was no change in the list 
of conferees previously announced. 
With the President were Dean 
Acheson, secretary of state: Robert 
A. Lovett. secretary of defense; 
John W. Snyder, secretary of the 
treasury, and Averell Harriman, 
mutual: security administrator. 


LODGE, DODGE 


On the general's side of the long 
conference table were Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts, his princi- 
pal liaison officer with the Tru- 
man administration, and Joseph M. 
Dodge, Detroit banker, who has 
been sitting in on budget prepara- 
tion sessions. — 

While onthing definitive was re- 
ported on the topics discussed, it 
was believed that forecasts were 
correct. One new topic was re 
ported today—the race disturb- 
ances in South Africa. The con- 
cern was over the repercussions 
which the _riots might have in 
India, as many Indians live in the 
Union of South Africa and are 
involved in the dispute over’ mi- 
nority rights. 

Uppermost of the topics, accord- 
ing to the sources familiar with 
preparations for the conference, 
was the Korean war, particularly 
since Eisenhower has promised to 
visit Korea before his inauguration 
in an effort fo see if there is any 
means of shortening the conflict. 

Bracketed under the heading of 
Europe was the question of German 
rearmament, the economic plight 
of Britain and France, and the 
uneasy relationship between France 
and the rising Western German 
republic.

He said that in some areas Amer- 
icans have been drinking fluori- 
dated water for 40 years and the 
death rate there is no higher than 
anywhere else. ‘‘The dental asso- 
ciation, after continuous study, has 
gone on record favoring the process 
as a preventive of tooth decay,’’ he 
remarked. 


Nix said that best estimates place 
installation costs of the program at 
$100,000 and operating costs at 
$30,000 per year. Cunningham had 
charged previously that it would 
cost $200,000 per year to operate 
the program after it begins.

Hit 70,023 
State Acres 


The Georgia Forestry Depart- 
ment said Tuesday that 21 homes, 
One sawmill and 13 other buildings 
were destroyed by the outbreak of 
forest fires in the state during the 
first week of November.

Beyond Home 


‘“‘Where’s Susy?” a visitor asked, after she had looked over the 
crop of children eddying around her and missed the middle one.

“Spending thé Night?’’ she said, ‘Is that some sort of game?”

Spending the Night is, of course, both a game and a ceremony, 
an adventure and an experiment in living. The first time one of 
your little angels drags home a playmate and says, ‘‘Mother, Alice 
wants me to Spend the Night,”’ you can put it down: The nest is 
beginning to rock. 

One by one your little birds are going to take off on short ex- 
perimental hops, trying their wings.

Doing Amazing Jobs

The problems and $64 questions 
which plagued Mister Anthony 
were child’s play compared to the 
things which daily are dropped 
into the laps of two important 
residents of the community, Bob 
Jiras and Dick Smith. Jiras is 
from Steelton, Pa., a graduate 
of Florida’s U. of Miami. Smith 
is from Larchmont, N. Y., a 
graduate of Yale. 

As the respective makeup 
chiefs of CBS-TV and NBC-TV 
Jiras and Smith hourly are called 
upon to age actors and actresses

The fill will be jointly super- 
vised by city and county sanitary 
department personnel, the mayor 
added. Each government will use 
its own hauling equipment, he 
said. 

Turner said the proposed site is 
about five miles farther from De- 
catur than the Avondale site

No Tax Rise 
Indicated by 
Hiked Budget 


Avondale’s proposed 1952 city 
budget is almost 20 per cent high- 
er than the 1951 budget, but City 
Manager John Hellams says the 
hike would not mean an increase 
in taxes. 

Hellams submitted a budget of 
$69.161 to the city commission. The 
budget will be studied and the 
final draft approved by the com- 
mission at its Dec. 12 meeting. 
The 1951 budget was $57,877, 
about $11,300 less than the pro- 
posed 1952 estimate. Hellams ex- 
plained, however. that an expected 
surplus at the end of 1951 would 
absorb the budget increase if used 
for that purpose. 

Avondale’s tax rate. now $1.20 
per $100, has been reduced three 
times since 1948, Hellams said. 

Biggest item in the proposed 1952 
budget is the $22,804 needed for 
the streets and parks department, 
the city manager said. This esti- 
mate is an increase over the $17.- 
360 earmarked for that. depart- 
ment last year.

Meanwhile Clift announced that 
the State School Building Authori- 
ty will receive bids on the school’s 
construction Dec. 4, 5. 

He. said contracts for the con- 
struction of six additional class- 
rooms at Morris Brandon and 
eight classrooms at Rock Springs 
School will be received at the 
same time. 

The Board of Education has 
asked the city to build a lateral 
sewer at the new school which 
will replace R. L. Hope School 
and has also asked for street pav- 
ing and sewer mains at the site 
of the new Ridgewood School. 

Clift said that plans for the 
Ridgewood School are being proc- 
essed now, and bids on it will 
probably be received shortly after 
the first of the year.

System Faces

Henry K. Stanford, assistant 
chancellor for the University Sys- 
tem of Georgia, told West End 
Civitans Monday that in 10 or 12 
years the enrollment in the system 
would probably be larger than 
present facilities could absorb. 

Stanford told the group that en- 
roliment in the system's 13 white 
and three Negro institutions last 
year was considerably off because 
many small counties had added a 
12th grade in high schools, elimi- 
nating a graduating class. 

The assistant chancellor said the 
system had just completed a 
$20,000,000 building program and 
now is beginning a similar build- 
ing project.
